WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES, 


SEEKERS. FOR SUMMER. 
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From OUR HARBOUR CORRESPONDENT. 

An Irishman who visited Dublin recently 
after an absence, of fifteen years marvelled at 
the changes whith had taken place in his 
native city. He commented upon the modern 
appearance of various buildings “in Sackville

«enormous increase in traffic. ‘There's one 
place that will alwa% remain the same,” he 
said, having coneluded his survey,” an 
that is the dear old Liffey." Paradoxical 
alihough it may seem, the Liffey, while 
remaining the same, witnesses greater 
changes in twenty-four hours than Dublin 
City does in a year, The never-ending 
pageant of traffic comes and goes with every 
tide, bearing thousands of tons on the 
bosom of its drab-coloured waters.

“ Officers’ wives get puddings and pies, 
Soldiers’ wives get skilly.’’ 

So runs the time-honoured bugle call 
ditty, a monument to the pathos of the 
simple style. It seems, however, that the 
correct interpretation of these words is not 
so simple as it appears, nor is the lot of 
the wives of -“' other ranks ” quite so 
pathetically insipid as a diet of thin oat- 
meal would imir. I am informed that 
the ditty originated with Irish regiments 
of the Line stationed in or recruited from 
County Down, and that the menus reflect 
the habitual dists of that county. The 
puddings do not mean that the officers’ 
wives regaled themselves with masses of 
‘* spotted dog "’; they are those puddings 
made of bread crumbs and pigs’ blood 
which are still a delicacy Ireland over, and 
anticipated with relish whenever there is 
a “pig killing’’ in a vicinity. Portions 
of puddings of this sort are sent still as 
luck gifts to honoured friends of the 
family whose pig is doomed to become 
bacon. The skilly, also, has nothing to 
do with porridge. It is a mess of cabbage, 
bacon mince and flour—a dish which you 
may have set before you as a rare treat in 
any country cottage of Down to this day, 
and, crede erperto, is neither without its 
relish nor its sustenance. The skilly of 
Down, if not a fit dish to set before a king, 
has, at any rate under an alias, often 
lined an alderman’s stomach at a city 
banquet. In these days of Irish this and 
Irish that, where is the Irish cookery book 
for Irish housewives? 


Che Evil Eye. 


A visitor to the West of Ireland, having 
talked for a while with a somewhat hard- 
iaced woman in a tiny cottage, was 
surprised to hear afterwards that “ the 
woman of the house ” was known to have 
the evil eye. There was nothing about 
her to show that such an unpopular gift 
was.hers, though the hardness of her 
handsome face may have been caused by 
the knowledge that her neighbours 
credited her with this ominous power. 

[fn England the first morning glance of 
an evil-eyed person was thought to be 
specially harmful, and one reads of a 
man who conscientiously gazed at a pear 
tree near by when he got up in the morn 
ing, so that the tree, and not the first 
person he chanced to see, might suffer 
from the evil power of his eye.. The 
flourishing pear tree dwindled and died, 
but the very fact of the man’s taking such 
precautions seems to contradict the 
general opinion of the malign temper of 
such a person. 5 

A very famous evil eye was possessed 
by Balor of the Mighty Blows. It was 
never opened except on the field of battle, 
where it took five men to raise the lid. 
One glance could render a whole army 
impotent, and cause the enemy to flee. 
Like David of old, a champion was found 
who slung a stone at Balor, and blinded 
the evil eye; the rest was easy. 


Hiccoughs. 


the human 
antidotes 


There few frailties of 
flesh for which more 
are Offered than ‘‘ the spasm of the 
diaphragm ’’ commonly known the 
hiccough. There ere few things for which 
those antidotes prove more completely use- 
less. The hiccougher is told to hold his 
breath, which is all very well until the 
spasm occurs again; he is told to take a 
long drink of water, or to sip some water 
very slowly. <A well-meaning friend wil! 
yell suddenly or leap into the air, or bring 
a hand down on a table where cups. and 
saucers rattle alarmingly, and the fright 
caused by this behaviour is supposed to 
cure the hiccough. Sometimes, however, 
it gives someone else a hiccough, ‘ with 
the dint of fear.” This last cure is not 
a new one; hundreds of years ago some- 
one wrote of a sufferer from this distress- 
ing spasm, “when he yesketh next tell 
hym some strange -:wes, and he shall 
leave it.’’ 

One old cure has happily gone out of 
fashion. ‘‘ Wet the forefinger,’’ we are 
told, ‘‘and cross the front of the left 
shoe or boot three times, repeating the 
Lord’s Prayer backwards,’’ 


Che Ladies of Llangollen. 


One of the most interesting volumes of 
helles-lettres which the new publishing 
season brings forth is a volume of the 
letters of the “ ladies of Liangollen.’’ The 
two ladies were Lady Eleanor Butler and 
Sarah Ponsonby, both members of well- 
known Irish families. They formed a 
romantic attachment and’ fled from Kil- 
kenny, finally settling in North Wales at 
Llangollen. Here they lived for fifty years 
and became famous for their eccentricity. 
The Duke of Wellington secured them a 
pension of £200 per annum in 1829. 

Charles Mathews, the actor, left a 
minute description of them in his Memoirs. 
‘‘ There is,” he said, “ not one point to 
distinguish them from men; the dressin 
of their hair; their well-starched om 
cloths; the upper part of their habits, 
which they always wear, even at a dinner 
party, made them precisely like men’s 
coats, and regular black beaver men’s 
hats.’’ They lived to the ages of ninety

Trish Professor's American Honour. 


Professor Michael] Joseph Mahony, 8.J., 
M.A., Ph.D., who has been honoured by 
Marquette University, U.S.A., by the con- 
ferment upon him of the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws, is a native of New 
Burgess, Ballylooby, County Tipperary 
(where his parents were both well 
known), and he will this week celebrate 
his seventieth birthday.

Professor Mahony is a member of a 
talented family, one of whom was the 
late Rev, James $. Mahony, of South 
Lambeth, London. 


Quail and Partridge. 


A correspondent writes:—Your para- 
graph on quails reminds me. of a curious 
piece of information I heard long ago; I 
cannot vouch for rts accuracy. An elderly 
relative with whom I happened to be dis- 
cussing sport told me that when he was 
a boy in County Cork he remembered his 
father bringing home quails, Later, when 
he was able to accompany his father on 
shooting expeditions, they often made 
excellent bags of partridges, and his 
father told him that since the extermina- 
tion of the once numerous quail, the 
partridges had greatly increased.

Quail flesh has some peculiarly cloying 
quality, and I have heard of a bet that a 
man would not devour a quail a day for 
a month. Two days before the bet fell 
due the challenged retired, unable to 
fulfil the conditions, though he was only 
two birds off the wager.

STOCKHOLM, Tuesday. 

The committee of three Swedish pro- 
fessors, Messrs. Lithberg, Gunnar Ander- 
son and Ahlmann, who have been in- 
vestigating the Andrée relics, have pub- 
lished an inventory of all the documents 
found on Giles Land. These are as 
follows :— 

(1) Andrée’s diary from the period from 
July 11th to October 2nd, 1897, which has 
alreaáy been published. 

(2) A second diary of Andrée, consisting 
of some pages which have not yet been 
deciphered. 

(5) Notes and an almanack of Strind- 
berg, containing short, sporadical notes 
from the period July 11th to October 10th, 
with two pages of full observations from 
the days July 11th to 19th ; forty-one pages 
of short notes and observations from the 
Fe July 11th to 15th, and some short- 
1and notes not yet transeribed. 


LOGBOOKS AND MAPS. 

(4) A logbook kept by Strindberg from 
July 15th to September 4th, consisting of 
120 written. pages in octavo, containing, 
chiefly, astronomical observations and, at 
the end of the little book, menus, etc. 

(5) Another logbook of Strindberg for 
the period September 5th to October 2nd, 
consisting of fourteen written pages, con- 
taining astronomical observations, some 
figures, a map, ctc., and, at the end, nine 
pages referring to the period from July 
2lst to ólst, not yet deciphered. ' 

(6) Strindberg’s calendar from 1896. 
not containing notes about the expedition 
of 1897. 

(7) Two maps drawn by Strindberg on 
a small scale,-one referring to the balloon 
voyage and the other to the march over 
the ice, and a leaflet with a drawing of a 
bird. 

(8) The meteorological journal kept by 
Fraenkel during the march over the ice on 
October órd, containing twenty-three 
written pages. 

(9) Fraenkel’s almanack from 1897. 
which does not contain notes regarding the 
expedition. | 

(10) A collection of private 
Strindberg and sone photos. 

(11) A collection of private letters to 
Fraenkel, 

The last-mentioned two collections have 
not been touched by the committee.

THE COMMITTEE’S TASK. 

The committee immediately on arrival 
at Stockholm yesterday started on the 
work of the preservation and editing of the 
documents, It is possible that the second 
diary of Andrée may be rendered decipher- 
able by expert treatment. The chrono- 
logical summary of the balloon journey is 
being made the basis of all the documents. 
The first careful examination of the docu- 
ments showed that some reports published 
in the Press regarding the expedition were 
wrong on important points owing to mis- 
reading of the writing. 

The committee hopes to be able to get 
out a preliminary description of the final 
stage of the explorers’ stay on Giles Land. 
For the sanailatien of such a description 
it will be necessary to study the second 
Andrée diary, which it has not yet been 
found possible to read, and also to consult 
experts on Polar journeys who have 
wintered in the Arctic in conditions 
similar to those on Giles Land.

PROPOSAL. 


At the meeting of the Wexford County 
Council notification was received from the 
ree State Local Government Department 
that a grane of £6,000 was being made for 
the concreting of the streets in Enniscorthy ;

Wexlord Borouch. 

A letter was received from the Local 
Appointments Commission, recommending the 
appointment of Dr, Christopher Bastabie, 
ot Terenure, Dublin, and a native of Midleton.

Officer s 

The Secretary stated that Dr. Bastable was 
a brother of the Rev. Dr. Bastable.. formerly 
a professor in St; Peter s College, Wexford. 

Phe Council decided to put the letter of the 
Commissioners on the agenda for the next 
meeting. 

By thirteen votes to seven the Council 
adopted « proposition, which was moved by 
Aldermar Corish, [.D. :—‘' That the Govern 
ment be asked to speed up the matter of 
providing pensions for -widows.’’ 

In the course of a discussion which arose 
on correspondence dealing with the matter 
trom Mr. J. P. Dunne, Hon. Secretary of the 
Mothers’ Pensions Societv, Colonel R. P. 
Wevmss Quin said that they were all in 
favour of that proposal, but where was the 
money to provide the pensions to come from? 

The Chairman (Mr. M Doyle) said that it 
was not the business of the County Council. 

Alderman Corish said that the matter was 
raised jn the Dail last November, and they 
were entitled to infer that in principle it was 
agreed to. It was referred to the Department, 
but no report had been made since. The 
Council, he suggested, should ask the Govern. 
ment to provide pensions for widows. 
It was a terrible hardship that 
a widow of a man who had given his best 
for the State should be, with her family, left 
to depend on charity. 3 

A motion was considered to rescind the 
suspension of a rate collector, Patrick 
Donohoe, and asking the Free State Local

mination of the suspension.

Arrangements for the reception of Ear!

the British Legion of Ex-Service Men, held 
at the Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday, 
Mr. A. P. Connolly presiding. 

Mr. W. Taylor (National Headquarters, 
London) mentioned that the last Poppy Day 
collection for Britain and Ireland was 
£598.000, of which the Irish Free State con- 
tributed £10,400. So great was the distress 
here, however, that the Central Fund had tu 
return a much larger sum. 


MASCOTS FOR CARS. 

For the coming Poppy Day Mr. Taylor pro 
posed that poppy mascots be made for cars, 
and suggested that the members of the 
arious branches interview the motor sales 
men in their areas, and urge them to keep 
such mascots for sale to their customers. 
These mascots would cost 2s. 6d. each. 

Mr. ‘Taylor regretted that house-to-house 
collections were not being organised in many 
He thought these collections of the 
greatest importance, owing to the 
people who, through sickness or other 
reasons, were unable to leave their houses ov 
Poppy Day. He thought, too, that they were 
not getting as much trom church and chapel 
collections as might reasonably be expected. 

‘*The Legion,’’ said Mr. Taylor, ' supports 
every creed, because it is carrying out the 
principal tenets of all religions—faith, hope 
and, above all, charity.” 


NEED FOR MORE MONEY. 

The need for money, the speaker con 
tinued, would be greater than ever during 
the coming year. A large number of ex- 
Scsivice men were being iorced io abandon 
their employment owing to ailments con- 
tracted in the tvenches, while of the great 
number who had been discharged from the 
Army, owing to tubercular affections, two 
out of every three had died 

Miss Cockwell (Women’s Section, London), 
urged the importance of the setting up vyt 
sub-committees for recruiting and welfare 
work generally. Where entertainments were 
organised by those committees she thought 
it most desirable from a public viewpoint 
that balance-sheets should be issued.

In connection with the proposal to hold 
a hospitals sweepstake in aid of four Cork 
hospitals, independently. of any that is 
being run in aid of the Dublin hospitals, 
a deputation from Cork waited úpon Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney. Minister for Justice, 
E Government Buildings, Dublin, yester- 

ay. 

The delegates were:—Messrs. D. F. 
Doyle, South Infirmary; Frank Simecox, 
South Infirmary, and P. J. Keily, North 
Infirmary. 

They were introduced by President 
Cosgrave, deputy for Cork City, and had 
a lengthy discussion with the Minister on 
the question of hospital sweepstakes 
generally, with special reference to the 
organisation of a southern sweepstake in 
aid of the Cork Fever Hospital, the North 
and South Cork Infirmaries, and the 
Erinville Lying-in Home. 

When seen by an Irish Times reporter 
after the interview, the delegates and 
some members of the Charities’ Guild, 
which is interested in the promotion of a 
southern sweepstake, were not very hope- 
ful of getting the Minister’s permission. 
They were not told definitely that a 
southern sweepstake would not be sanc- 
tioned, but they expressed a sense of 
grievance that the provisions of the 
Hospitals Sweepstakes Act should not be 
extended without question to their efforts 


| to help the hospitals in Cork. 


MINISTER'S ATTITUDE, 

The Minister for Justice, seen after the 
interview, stated that he had a perfectly 
open mind on the subject. Before he could 
give his sanction under the Hospitals 
Sweepstakes Act to any sweepstakes out- 
side that already being promoted in aid of 
the Dublin hospitals, a very strong case 
would have to be presented. 

It seemed to him that the Cork 
hospitals would stand to gain more by 
taking part in the Dublin sweepstakes 
than by forming a separate one. Gener- 
ally, he was not in favour of having rival 
sweepstakes organised. If a good case 
were submitted, he would consider it, but 
a strong case would be necessary to ensure 
the obtaining of a licence. 

He had not given any decision to the 
deputation from Cork, as the matter had 
been only discussed generally. 

No arrangements have been made for 
any further deputations from Cork.

PROTEST AGAINST

‘It is significant that President Cos- 
grave, who introduced the deputation to 
the Minister for Justice, tried to convince 
the deputation that the hospitals in Cork 
would be making a better deal by taking 
a fifth of the money that was lodged and 
offered to the Cork hospitals. The depu- 
tation refused to believe this, and the

CANDIDATES’ PROGRAMME. 

The candidates stand for a Corporation 
free from party politics, and for con- 
tinuing and developing the good work of 
the City Commissioners. 

Their programme contains promises to 
solve the housing problem, the clearance 
of the slums, the proper care of the poor, 
no wasteful expenditure, and the recon- 
struction of Greater Dublin on carefully 
planned and far-seeing lines. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. George O'Connor, who presided, 
having referred to the position of each 
of the candidates, said that they felt con- 
fident that they would receive the votes of 
the ratepayers who desired the business 
of the Corporation to be carried out in a 
strictly business-like manner. The task 
of the candidates was not an easy one. 
They had to follow in the lines that were 
laid down-by the City Commissioners, 
whose work ha. raised Dublin from a 
dirty condition into a condition which 
gave it a position not second to that of 
any city in the world. (Hear, hear.) 

The candidates who now sought the votes 
of the electors were not going to dabble 
in politics, and were not going to allow 
the Council Chamber to be turned into the 
old gas-house that it was before the Com- 
missioners came in. 


CARRYING ON THE GOOD WORK. 
Mr. J. J. Reddy said that the Constitu 


interests of the citizens of Dublin in the 
hope that the new Council would follow 
up the good work which the Commissioners 
had done for the city during the last siz 
vears. They had done work for the city 
which most people thought was almost im- 
possible. They had given the citizens a 
clean city. The Constitutional candidates,

THE MARINE LAKE SCHEME. 


Mr. P. J. Cahill, as one of the 
dates, said that Cork Hill was no place 
for politics. As a native of Dublin, every 
interest of the city his. In the 
matter of the proposed Blue Lagoon, he 
thought, having discussed it with various 
people, that it would be a distinct ad- 
vantage to Dublin. If they had to spend 
£55.000 on this work, much of it would be 
spent on workingmen’s wages. There 
were stones at Howth and sand at Raheny 
which could be purchased moderately, and 
the lake would be a great asset to the 
city. 

As to unemployment, he had, he said, 
done something in his own way to relieve 
it, because when there was unemployment 
the people could not buy his goods. If 
anyone should discuss politics in the new 
Corporation he would be among the first 
-e put a stop to it. 


THE NEW SPIRIT. 


Mr. Peadar 8S. Doyle, T.D., a candidate, 
said that the primary object in the pro- 
motion of the Greater Dublin Constitu- 
tional Group was to emphasise that a new 
beginning was being made in the govern- 
ment of the municipality.

RESCUES“ BY BREECHES

The crew of the Ellerman liner City of 
Osaka, which went ashore carly vesterday on 
the rocky Aberceenshire coast bet ween Cruden 
Bay and Collieston, were rescued by means of 
the breeches buoy and by the Peterhead life- 

rat. 

The City of Osaka, a steamer of 6,614 tons, 
left Newcastie on Monday evening for New 
York, and shorily after five o'clock yesterday 
morning she reported that she was lying close 
tu the cliff, with water in three of the holds 
and the engine room. The Peterhead and 
Colliestor lifeboats put ovt to her assist- 
ance, and the Aritish destroyer Walker also 
proceeded té the spot. 

HAULING THE CREW ASHORE. 

In the meantime coastguards erected the 
rccket apparatus on the cliffs, and as the 
vessel began to settle lower in the water a 
line was cast over her, and a crowd of fisher 
men and farm servauts assisted in hauling 
members of the crew ashore in the breeches 
buoy. 

The City of Osaka carried no passengers, 
and of her crew of sixty-four, four British 
and thirtv-six foreigu seamen were thus 
rescued. The fmeign seamen, Japanese and 
Lascars, were taken by motor ‘bus to the 
Sailors’ Home in Aberdeen, The remaining 
twenty-four members of the crew were taken 
off by the Peterheud lifeboat and Janded at 
Peterhead, tle last man leaving the ship abcut 
4.30 p.m, 

The destrover Walker stood by throughout 
the day.

He put his aid towards his 
pocket, but she threw herself on him and 
held his hand Mr. and Mrs. Morris, in 
whose house she was staying, rushed to her 
assistance, and Pistor was overpowered 

Mrs. Moore King, a widow. said that Miss 
King was her adopted daughter. When she 
found Pistor had come to the house she sent 
him the following note :— 

“I object to you forcing yourseli on 
us and our friends, and making our lives 
miserable and unhappy. I ask you to 
leave and trouble us no more, as any 
gentleman would. We have distinctly 
shown you our feelings.” 

He did not go, however, and as she went 
ont to him she saw her daughter throw 
herself on Pistor.

Vi Fustace Fulton. for the prosecution, 
sdid that. a number of children were entrusted 
hy their parents to the care of Mrs. Kean 
at her scliool The prosecution said broadly 
that Mre Fearn, having measles and ‘ing 
worm in her school, because she was afraid 
that she might have to close the premises, 
and so suffer financial loss. minimised the 
symptoms of these diseases. and, by doing 
that. ahout the neglect of children 
in her care in a manner likely to canse un 
necessary suffering and injury to their health. 

The trial was adjourned until to-day, bail 
being allowed.
